INTEREST IN THE NEW FORDS 


By a Sprefat Corresponpent. 
HE third National Exhibition of Ford 


cars, commercial vehicles and 
tractors was opened in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday. It is the bigvest 
display of models ever staged in the Free 
State capital by Messrs. ai Ford and 
Son, Ltd., of Cork, and will continue each 
day—from 10.30 a.m. to 10 p-in.—until 
Wednesday next. 

The main features of the show are, 

naturally, the many different models of 
cars on exhibition, ‘but there are quite a 
number of instructive and entertaining 

‘* side-shows.”’ 

The disappearing car display, for 
example, was undoubtedly a very great 
attraction for everyone. By some extremely 
tever—ahe mystifying—device bee body

of a Ford V8 completely disappears while 
you are looking at it, leaving the engine 
and the chassis visible for inspection. This 
appeared fitst at the last Ford Show in 
London, where it attracted great atten- 
tion, and I have no hesitation in predicting 
the same interest in it here in Dublin. 

In the mechanical display section both 
the Ford engine exchange and parts 
exchange plans are illustrated. Sectioned, 
or cut-away, units reveal the internal 
detail of both the Ford 8-cylinder and 
4-cylinder engines. This section is par- 
ticularly interesting because it gives the 
visitor a splendid opportunity of examin- 
ing the many parts which go into Ford 
cars, commercial vehicles and _ tractors. 
You can see for yourself their robust 
nature, which enables the completed 
vehicle to stand up to hard work, and the 
precision with which they have been 

‘made to measure.” ‘‘ Near enough ’”’ is 
not “good enough”’ in the Ford organisa- 
tion; each part must be a perfect fit and 
a good engineering job. You can learn 
a great deal by talking to the 
charge of this part of the exhibition. 


THE SALESMEN 


‘That remark ig not intended to be a 
reflection on the’ salesmen or other officials 
at the exhibition, because they are all 
most courteous and. efficient—without any 
of the *‘ forcing ” tactics which you some- 
times meet at cross-Channel shows of 
different kinds. These men know their 
jobs, and will be able to tell you just 
what you want to know about the car you 
are interested in, 

Leading dealers have stands at the 
exhibition, and if you are interested in 
buying a Ford then go to the man who is 
the Ford dealer for your area. You will 
find him equally helpful, whether you are 
merely ‘‘interested’’ or a _ prospective 
buyer of one of the cars in the extensive 
range on show. 

If you are tired of walking round—or 
even if you are not—drop in and see the 
cinema show. New Ford sound films are 
being shown in a continuous programme 
each day—the shilling you pay to go into 
the Mansion House includes admission to 
the cinema theatre. 


FILMS TO SEE 


One of the films being screened has 
Leslie Henson as its comedian, and is 
called “ Honeymoon Trail.” The feature 
of this film is a little cartoon character, 
who emerges at intervals from the radiator 
of a Ford V-8 to stress, in a humorous 
manner, the various sales points of the car 
as he accompanies a honeymoon couple on 
& motoring tour. Many of the lesser-known 
beauty spots in England, Scotland and 
Wales are visited during the course of the 
tour, One particularly clever sequence 
shows. the cartoon character paying a visit 
to the big Ford works at Dagenham in a 


firiverless Ford. The car, apparently 
without a driver, negotiates its way 
through crowded traffic, around corners, 


and reverses several times. 

““ Precision and Practice ’’ shows some- 
thing of the engineering side of the Ford 
organisation. You will see some of the 
accurate gauges which are used when parts 
are being made, and the reason for and 
effuct of such precision is shown by the 
performance of a series of “ stunts’ with 
a Ford which would be impossible if the 
Mó degree of aceuraey was not rigidly 

ered to. 

Farmers will be particularly interested 
in “ Power Farming by Fordson,” which 
Bait the use of the Fordson tractor 
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men in” 
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month by month on a farm. You will be 
surprised at the wide range of uses which 
can be found for such a tractor. 

The last of the series is ‘‘ Rhythm of the 
Road,” which might be described as a 
“ Musical,’’ because it carries a new tune 
—the melody of the Ford V-8—as its 
theme. 

The running time of these films is about 
an hour and a-half, so when you have seen 
the programme through you can start out 
to see some of the many other interesting 
things in the Mansion House. 

Until Satarday the musical programme 
during the afternoon and evening will be 
prov ded by the No. 1 Army Band Nee 
ducted by Lieutenant J: M. Bowles); 
during the last three days of the show 
this music will be given by the. Civic

the Cork plant was then the only one out- 
side the United States making Fordson 
tractors. In 1921 the factory was re- 
organised, and motor car chassis, engines 
and parts were produced in large quanti- 
ties for the home market and for England. 
The next change came in 1928, when, for 
four years, tractors were again made at 
Cork. At the end of that period the plant 
was reorganised along the present lines. 
More than forty-four distinct varieties of 
motor vehicles are produced by the Ford 
works at Cork at the present time—ex- 
cluding the many _ sub-divisions of 
upholstery and other minor changes. A 
large number of Irish workmen are 
employed by the company at Cork, and 
during its history in that city more than 
£6,000,000 has been spent in wages and 
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Fxhibition is essentially a business show, 
the music adds 4 pleasant social 
atmosphere. Incidentally, the decorations 
of the Mansion House are unusually good 
this year—the general theme is hght and 
dark blue and stainless steel.

which is being built for them) ; Industrial 
Vehicles, Ireland, Ltd., Athy (main Ford- 
son dealers); Westbrook Motor Co., 
80/90 Parnell square, Dublin; Messrs. 
Byrne Maguire, Ltd., Dublin read, Dun- 
dalk; Auto Services, Ltd., Harcourt 
street. Dublin; the Smithfield Motor Co., 
Ltd., Smithfield, Dublin; Messrs. Burke 
Bros., Kildare; Mr. R. H. Nixon, Avenue 
Garage, Gorey. Messrs. W. P. Ryan, 
Ltd., body builders, of 2 Little Longford 
street, Dublin, also have a stand at the 
show, and so have the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club, and Mr. J. W. 8S. Lestir, a 
business efficiency expert. 

The purchasing department of Messrs. 
Henry Ford and Son is represented, and 
it was pointed out to me that, as pro- 
duction imereases at the Ford works in 
Cork, more and more uses are being found 
for Irish Free State commodities. The 
company announced some time ago that 
they would be willing to take home-grown 
or homa-manufactured goods which could 
be used in their business. That offer is 
still open, and interested firms can have 
full particulars of Messrs. Ford’s require- 
ments from the officials at the stand or 
direct from the head office at Cork. 

At the present time the Cork factory is 
using green timber, springs, tyres, 
uphoistering cloths, threads, bolts and 
nuts, and several other Irish Free State 
products. 


THE FORD WORKS 


And now for something about the works 
at Cork, for which Mr. Henry Ford chose 
the site in 1917 for the. building of 
tractors. Production began in 1919, and 
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30 h.p. engine. 
Returning to the subject of the Exhibi- 


tion. There. were plenty of _ visitors 
throughout yesterday, and, I am told, the 


number of inquiries: was highly satisfac- 


tory. 

I have already indicated that there is 
plenty to see in the Mansion House, but 
one of the problems which interested me 
was how the organisers managed to get 
about thirty passenger cars, tractors and 
trucks into the rather limited space at 
their disposal. They have done their job 
well, and there is no suggestion of a 
crowded display. Inthe Round Room you 
will find most of the passenger models, 
with some in the Supper Room, where the 
Disappearing Car is on view—now it is, 
now it isnot. The Supper Room also con- 
tains exhibits of the spare parts, and an 
interesting laboratory testing set, which 
will enable a Ford dealer to carry out a 
speedy and efficient test of any Ford 
vehicle, 

The Oak Room is being used as a 
cinema theatre, and two pavilions—in 
what is nominally the Mansion House 
back garden—house the industrial and 
commercial vehicles and tractors. . One 
vehicle which attracted a good deal of 
attention in the annexe was a very well 
built ambulance body mounted on a Ford 
chassis—it should be of great interest to 
local authorities.

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DETAILS OF SOME 1937 MODELS 


By a Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 

OMETIMES when one visits an exhibi- 

tion one is inclined to wander about 
without any definite knowledge of the most 
important features of the exhibit ion—the 
features which should, of course. be seen 
first. 

This year the Ford exhibition is bigger 
—and better—than ever, and the 1ange of 
cars and commercial vehicles has been 
considerably increased. Tractors, too, are 
playing an increasingly important róle im 
life on the gnodern farm, so it is only right 
that they should have a place in this 


national show of Ford and Fordson 
products. 
Of the passenger exhibits I think that 


the new V-8 will attract the most atten- 


——— 


these cars. The passengers are cradled 
between the springs and near the centre 
of the car. Long tapering spring leaves 
and interleaf pressure lubrication make 
spring action smocth and silent. Driving 
is made very pleasant, and the ‘* centri- 
force ”’ clutch needs only a touch with the 
tip of the diiver’s shoe ; ‘helically cut gears 
are used throughout the transmission, and 
in every speed ‘the car is pleasantly silent. 
The steering is easy, but affords perfect 
control over the car’s direction. 

Weight distribution has -received atten- 
tion, and virtually no difference can be 
detected when riding in either the front 
or the rear seats. 'The seats are wide, and 
there is generous head-room and (for 
which a long-legged person like myself is 
thankful) plenty of leg-room, '

tion. The engines with which these cars 
are fitted are 30 h.p. and 22 h.p.—this 
means a developed horse-power of 85 and 
60 respectively. 

Two 112” wheelbase models are built at 
Cork—the V-8 De Luxe Fordor Saloon and 
the V-8 De Luxe Fordor Touring Saloon— 
50 h.p. or 22 h.p. engine optional. The 
tax is £16. The V-8 has ‘established itself 
among fine cars as an outstanding value— 
that sentence is quoted from a Ford pub 
lication, but it is one with which all Ford 


owners will agree. The two different 
tatings of engine have been fitted to the 
1937 for this reason, The 350 h.p. mode] 
gives maximum performance, while the 


22 h.p. gives maximum economy. 
The steel structure of V-8 provides the 


all-important safety factor on the road. 
In building the cars for the 1937 pro- 
gramme safety has been studied from 
every possible angle, and in the V-8 the 
frame structure is all steel, wth steel 


top, sides and floor welded into a 
unit for strength. The centre of 
has been lowered and easy-action 
safety brakes have been fitted, they are of 
course, mechanical, like the brakes in all 
Ford and Lincoln-built cars in-the current 
programme, Safety glass is standard on 
these models

lines of the V-8 car are very smart, It 
looks what it is—an efficient high-powered 
modern car. You will see many of them 
on the roads of Ireland this year, 


THE 10 H.P. MODEL 


The De Luxe Ford—a 10 h.p. model with 
an annual £10 road tax—is next in the 
Ford range. The unusual amount of body 
room for a car of its rated horse-power 
appealed to me. ‘The passengers have 
plenty of elbow-room. This has been made 
possible by the elimination of running- 
boards, a streamlined body and the forward 
position of the engine. Built-in clear 
vision ventilation prevents stuffiness or 
steamy windows, but does not let in any 
draughts. A turn of the front window 
winders brings the device into operation, 
and it exhausts the stale air from the car. 
The new traffic indicators have a simple 
steering wheel control, and other fittings 


include dual electric windscreen wipers, 
clock, ash tray, parcels’ net and a metal 
spare. wheel cover. A roomy, enclosed 


luggage compartment at the back keeps 
the car clear of baggage, and it is acces- 
sible by lifting the hinged back of the rear 
seat. 

“* Centre-poise riding is one of the 
selling points of this car, and all passengers

are seated towards the centre of the car— 
farther forward.than in cars of older 
design. The special Ford suspension 
system gives a pleasant smoothness to driv- 
ing in this car—in fact, I would suggest a 
trial run in whichever car. of the Ford 
range you are interested ; your local dealer 
will be able to arrange this. It will prove 
to you that the “selling points ” of Fords 
are not just “' talking oints '—they do 
really mean what they claim to mean, 

The De Luxe model has four doors— 
wide enough to allow you to enter easily— 
and is well upholstered. It is available in 


a choice of new body colours, including 
green, gunmetal, Cordoba lán; black or 
blue. 


Here are a few details about the engine: 
four cylinders cast integrally with the top 
half of the crankcase ; ; three-bearing crank. 
shaft statically and dynamically balanced 
with a total main bearing area of 24.25 


square inches; three-point suspension on 
rubber, Lubrication is with a full- 
pressure feed operated by a submerged 
gear pump to the crankshaft main 
bearings, ‘camshaft bearings, big end 
bearings via oil ducts cast in the cylinder 
block and drilled crankshaft. Gudgeon

Brakes are of the four-wheel mechanical 
internal-expanding type, the foot brake is 
on all four -wheels and the hand-brake 
operates on the rear wheels only.

THE “ POPULAR” FORD 


Have you ever tried to count the number 
of Ford ‘‘ Popular ” 8 h.p. cars you meet 
on the road? I tried it, but 1 mvariably 
lost count, so I have given it up. Their 
price is a remarkable attraction, yet, 
despite their cheapness in actual cash, 
they are really sound pieces of work. 
The “ Popular ’’—or, as most of us call 
it, the “ Baby’’—-Ford is a modern light 
car in every respect. It has plenty of 
speed, accelerates well, and has a per- 
formance equal to the demands of the 
modern car owner. ‘There is plenty of 
room inside it for four adults, while the 
transverse suspension system ig pleasantly 
soft and flexible, and this naturally 
ensures comfort for driver and passengers. 

Petrol and oil bills with this model 
are very small, and the tax is only £8 
per year—certainly a moderate sum when 
you consider the use and value you can 
get out of the car in the course of twelve 
months. We regard the “ Popular ’”’ 
Ford as a small car, and for this reason 
it is very handy for use in the city—as 
well as on long runs through the country. 
It is what I would term a really “ handy”’ 
car, which is not wasteful when it is held 
up in traffic blocks, to which we have 
become all too well accustomed in Dublin. 

The chassis frame in this model is of 
the double drop type, with three heavily 
welded cross members. The four cylin- 
ders of the engine are cast integrally with 
the top half of the crank case. The 
bodies are of welded steel, with a cellulose 
finish and a safety glass windscreen ; 
leather-cloth upholstery, cloth lined roof.
